PROMINENT IN STATE POLITICS AT AN
EARLY AGE.

An Interesting Heview of His Life Written
by One of His Associstes — A Man
Whose Independence Was Very Fromi-
nent.

Hon George E. Mapes, the Chairman of
the Independent Republican Committee of
lnsi fall, recently wrote the following
sketch of his former associate in the Leg-
islature and political work:

Among the men who figure as leadeors In
the Prohibition party in Pennsylvania, none
are wore prominent than Charles Spyker
Waolfe, of Unfon county. Although younger
by muany years than severnl of the well-
known Prohibitionists of the State, his long
and brilliant eareer in the Legislature hes
strved to bring bim into closer relations to
the people nsn whole and his speeches ave
listened to and read by men of all parties.
Mr. Waolfe was born st Lewisburg, which is
still his home. April 6, 1845,

His father, Samnel Wolte, was of Pennayl-
vauis (German extrmotion, his snoesstors
having emigrated to this section from Berks
county before the Hevolution. Samuel
Wolfo married Catharine I.uwnhe‘ who was
despended from & Huguonot family, and set-
tled down to business ns the lea grain
dealer of the West Brunch Valiey. His busi.
ness was ourried on by means o' the canal,
over which he shipped his wheat to Balti-
more and Philadelphia. His reputation for
bonesty was =0 well established in the sec-
tion in which be dealt that his word was
pever guestiontd. This reputation stood
nis son iu good stesd when the latter be-
came & oandidate for the Legislature, as e
was often grocted while making his first
ocanvuss with the remark that “if he proved
asgoodia man as his father the district
woula have reuson to be proud of him.™
Sawmnuel Wolfe died in 1550, when his son
Churles was but 5 years old, bat he had been
s0 successiul in business thut his fumily was
lelt in good cirennstances.

AN AMBITIOUS STUDEXT,

He kept u? his studies durin
bris torm of military service, and did not fu
behind his class. After graduntion he en-
toered the Hurvard Luw School, taking the
cowplote course required by that institu-
tion. He was marvied to Martha £ Melxell
Fobruary 26, 1865, gud apon the completion
of Lis law course returned to bis pative
town and engaged iu the pmetice of his
clhrosen profession, in which he soon
achieved marked success. His strongest
characterlstics as a lawyer were his iude-
futiguble industry, marvelous powers of en-
durance and clearness of stutement, He
prepared his cases thoroughly and presented

In the debatesof this
session Mr. Wolfe bore o consplouous part,
securing the reputation of being th {:st:
posted mun in the House upon the neW Con-
stitntion, which be stodied untll he prae-
tieally knew it by hourt, He-clected fur the
sessions of 1873-76, Mr, Wolfe found himselfl
for the frsttiine {an party minority, the
Democraty controlling the House. 1t was
during this sessfon, bowever, thut he en-
tered apon bis reul career nsn legislative
reformer. The fumous Boom bill contest
occurred during this session and Mr. Wolfe
led the investigation, which strack the first
biow &t bribery in the Pennsvivania Legisin-
tare. Two members, Petroff aud Lyuott,
were expelled for purticipation in a eérrupt
attempt to pass the bill us the resnlt of his
detarmined fight for honesty 1o legisintion.
